It w as a revolting story the papers carried Monday 
from Philadelphia, baring the confession of one Marshal 
that he dismembered the body of a young woman and hid 
thh parts of her body. The astounding feature, however, 
is that Marshal insists he did not kill „the woman, but 
that she drank poison to end her own l|fe, after having 
beeh disappointed in a love affair. 
Marshal’s story will be hard for some people to believe, 
yet it is within the realm of possibility. 
Of course, 
should his story be true, it does not relieve him from the 
responsibility of having committed a veryljgrave act, but 
the law probably, would deal much more leniently with

At the risk of being accused of “harping on the subject” 
The Daily again urges its readers to pay their poll tax 
now and those who also need to register before becoming 
qualified to vote, The Daily begs to register at once. 
For some unaccountable reason the people of Morgan 
county this year are taking less interest than usual in 
qualification to vote. 
The whole* 
country 
takes 
little 
enough interest in voting, but unless something is done 
soon, Morgan county will continue to operate with a min­ 
ority government. 
Less than 2,000 citizens of this county have taken the 
trouble to pay their poll tax this year. 
Of course that 
will not be the total voting strength of the county. Many 
do not, for one reason or another, have to pay poll tax, 
but the figure is pitifully small, when the potential vot­ 
ing strength of the county is taken into consideration. 
It is true that prosperity is not rampant this year in 
any Alabama county, but business conditions, as a/whole, 
are good here and elsewhere in the state; voters will 
elect city, county and state officials this year and the 
reason for the lack of interest in qualification is difficult 
to discover. 
It doesn’t require much of anyone’s time to perfect this 
qualification. 
Registration is only a matter of a few 
minutes. Payment of poll tax requires but long enough to 
write out a receipt. Surely'the people of Morgan county 
think enough of their schools, of their country and of 
themselves to spare this much time to accomplish a civic 
duty. 
Many people, no doubt, are putting off these things. 
The law provides an agreeably long space of time for a 
citizen to qualify. 
The framers of the constitution did 
not intend that anyone should be unnecessarily incon­ 
venienced In order to quaHfy to vote, and the law doesn't 
work a hardship on anyone. The registration board visits 
every precinct in the county and sits ten days at the 
courthouse. 
The poll tax may be paid anytime before, 
February 1. 
The unfortunate side is that so many people, realizing 
that the law gives them such a wide-open opportunity to 
qualify, put such qualifiicatiion off until too late. 
It 
does no gotnl in August or September to quarrel with one’s 
self because of inability to vote. The time to qualify Is 
now. Those who take advantage of their opportunity may
